The first answer, of course, is very easy. They will tell you that there are not enough Socialists. 
But now there remains the other question, who i* a Socialist? If only those who carry membership cards 
and pay dues, then we know exactly how many Socialists wo have in. New York. We do not need any 
election to count them. But if all those who voted our ticket for Debs in the late presidential election 
were to be considered Socialists—and bo,h the English and the German organs in New York so assured 
us repeatedly before election—then, of course, we have lost a grsxl many Socialist votes. 

Therefore, we ought to inquire further into the reason Sot the decline, especially since whatever the 
Tammany tiger may have done in this campaign, he certainly did not cat Socialists an.l he did not steal 
any of their votes. On the contrary, he considered them hi* involuntary allies. The Tammany creature* 
in the laboring districts had strict orders to say frictally words for the Socialist parties whenever the oc¬ 
ean tan required.

Teacher* Getting Socialistic. 

One of the most striking develop¬ 
ments of the French Socialist move¬ 
ment at present, says the New York 
ll’orivr. is the great increase m the 
number of Socialist teachers. At a 
recent congress of the French teach¬ 
ers held at Lille t the Socialists were 
practically in control. A resolution 
was presented providing that in the 
study of history the aim should al¬ 
ways lie the creation of a revolution¬ 
ary attitude in the sense of the re¬ 
volution of 1 ?!> 2 . This was intend¬ 
ed to he an expression of bourgeois 
radicalism, hut it was thought that 
bv the use of the word “revolution" 
Socialist votes might be caught by it. 
Socialists refused to be caught by 
this ban. hut introduced and carried 
a resolution instead that history 
must he considered as a science, and 
not utilized for the development of 
any particular theory. A second 
also dealt with revolutionary 
phrases, hut was in fact intended as 
endorsement of capitalistic patriot¬ 
ism. In response to this the Social¬ 
ists introduced and carried the fol¬ 
lowing resolution: 

“The French teachers are unquali¬ 
fied defenders of [ieace f they have as 
their motto ‘war against war,’ but 
this does not prevent them from de¬ 
fending their country when it shall 
lie the subject of a brutal aggres¬ 
sion.” 

The reactionary press declares 
that this resolution is an endorse¬ 
ment of the international Socialist 
position and ia attacking the teach¬ 
ers’ organization. This organization, 
which include* 113,000 teachers, has 
voted to adopt the position of a trade 
union inTls activity and to affiliate 
with the unions iif other trade* em¬ 
ployed by the government.

EDITORIAL ETCHINGS. 

The latest economy for the home is the fircle** cook stove, which 
It** been found to work satisfactorily in Germany. It goes by the ns tne 
of hay-box and was exhibited as early ns 18f>7 at the Paris exhibition 
under the name of the “Norwegian automatic kitchen.” This eon- 
aisted of a wooden Intx lined with wool anti felt and so constructed as 
to imprison heat within its interior and to keep the contents at the 
cooking point. The hay boxes now on the market in Germany are 
linod with hav and felt, bul according to the American consul at 
Frankfort anyone can construct them at home by providing a wooden 
box with a tightly fitting cover. The wood must not be too thin and 
there must be no knot h^lcs and cracks. Inside there should be an 
abundance of hay, paper, shaving* or tht\ like, although hay is the 
best, and nests or hole* made in the hay into which to set the cooking 
pots—preferably earthen one*. The pots should have tight fitting 
cover* and after they are put in the box the hay should he packed 
tightly around them and a hay pillow placed on top and secured over 
the pot lid*. Thu cooking is done by hot water. The pots are first 
placed on a stove or gas stove and brought to the boiling point, then 
transferred to the hay box where the heat is imprisoned and the cook¬ 
ing continues for hour*. Rice, dried beans, lentils, dried frnit, etc., can 
be thus cooked, but experience will be required to know how much 
w-ster to use, ton much rather than too little being the rule. After 
being allowed to boil fire minutes on the stove, two hour* in the hay- 
box will generally be enough to torn them into food. Cabbage should 
b«* prepared at-night placed in the pot with very little water, cooked 
well in it* own juice and put over night in the hav box. Just before 
dinner the following dav it should be taken out anil again heated tip on 
a stove. Soups are greatly improved in flavor by cooking in the hav 
box. ITttnnrilv. however, the main advantage is in the saving in the 
cost of fuel, which to a workingman Tneaus a good deal in these pluck¬ 
ing. capitalistic days. When not in use the hav box should be left open 
and the buy loosened so a* to dry out in a healthv wav. The box must 
be kept perfectly clean and the hay renewed frequently. 

We recommend thi* plan to our workingman readers.
